President  Bush  nomi- 
nated Clarence  Tho- 
mas, a 43-year-old  con- 
servative Republican,  to  re- 
place the  retiring  Justice 
Thurgood  Marshall  on  the 
Supreme  Court.  Nearly 
three  months  later  he  was 
confirmed  by  the  US  Sen- 
ate by  a vote  of  52-48.  But 
it  was  a tumultuous  con- 
firmation process.  After  a 
series  of  public  hearings, 
the  Senate  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee split  7-7  on  his 
nomination.  Just  days  be- 
fore the  full  Senate  was  to 
vote,  some  serious  allega- 
tions of  sexual  harassment 
were  raised.  Professor 


Anita  F.  Hill,  a 35-year-old 
law  professor  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oklahoma  and 
former  assistant  for  Tho- 
mas at  the  E.E.O.C., 
claimed  she  was  a victim  of 
sexual  harassment  while 
the  two  worked  together 
about  10  years  earlier.  The 
Senate  committee  recon- 
vened and  heard  about 
three  days  of  riveting  testi- 
mony from  Thomas  and 
Hill  and  a group  of  sup- 
porters from  both  sides. 
The  full  Senate  then  de- 
bated the  issue  and  voted 
to  confirm  the  US  Appeals 
Court  judge  to  the  nation's 
highest  court.

The  48-year-old  Gates  was  the 
deputy  national  security 
adviser  to  the  president,  and  a 
former  no.  2 man  at  the  CIA.

After  nearly  seven  years  as  a 
hostage,  Terry  Anderson  was 
released  on  December  4,  1991. 
Anderson  spent  2,455  days  in 
captivity  in  Lebanon.  He  was 
the  longest  held  American 
Hostage.

Coup  in  The  Soviet  Union  sends  the  nation  into  a 
frenzy,  setting  off  a number  of  changes  and  reforms 
that  would  prove  to  change  the  U.S.S.R.  forever. 


rhe  coup  in  the  y Soviet  Union 

began  on  August  19,  1991.  An 

iight-man  committee  led  by  Vice^^  President 
jennady  Yanayev  took  power  from  President  Mikhail 
3.  Gorbachev.  Yanayev  said  Gorbachev  was  ill.  As 
Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin  called  on  Russians  to 
•esist  the  coup,  tanks  and  other  military  gear  moved 
nto  Moscow.  On  Tuesday,  August  20,  President  George 
3ush  was  joined  by  the  European  Community  and 
lemanded  Gorbachev’s  return  to  power.  Three  of  the 
eaders  of  the  new  ruling  committee  were  said  to  step 
lown.  On  Wednesday,  August  21,  the  leaders  of  the 
:oup  reportedly  fled  Moscow.  Tanks  and  armored  cars 
noved  away  from  Russian  Parliament  and  leaders  of 
he  national  legislature  demanded  that  Gorbachev  be 
■eturned  to  power.  The  Communist  Party  denounced 


the  takeover.  On  Thursday,  August  22,  Gorbachev 
returned  to  Moscow  before  dawn  and  resumed  power. 
The  coup  may  have  ended  communist  rule  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  but  it  began  a series  of  reforms  and  changes  that 
continued  through  the  year.  One  of  the  biggest  changes 
was  in  the  Baltic  states.  Three  Baltic  states  declared 
their  independence  from  the  Soviet  Union.  Lithuania, 
Latvia  and  Estonia  have  different  languages,  religions 
and  cultures.  Lithuania,  about  half  the  size  of  New  York 
State,  has  3.7  million  people  and  is  predominantly 
Catholic.  Latvia  is  about  the  same  size  as  Lithuania  and 
has  2.7  million  people  and  almost  half  are  non-ethnic 
Latvians.  The  Lithuanian  and  Latvian  languages  have 
some  similarities,  but  Estonian  is  related  to  Finnish. 
Estonia,  with  1.6  million  people,  is  30-percent  ethnic 
Russian.  Estonian  and  Latvians  are  mainly  Lutherans.

Philosophy 

Dr.  William  Desmond,  Chairman  of  the 
philosophy  department  once  again  headed 
his  associates  in  making  a difference  in  1992. 
Desmond  who  is  the  youngest  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  prestigious  Hegel  Society,  and 
editor  of  a scholarly  Hegel  series,  has  decided 
to  take  a year  on  sabattical  and  study  in 
Leuven.  Dr.  Tim  Stapelton  who  recently  won 
a seat  on  Rank  and  Tenure,  will  reside  as 
chairman  for  the  following  academic  year. 
Professors  Drew  Leder  and  Dale  Snow  were 
also  granted  tenure  effective  Fall  1993. 
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Several  programs  were  coordinated  to  mark 
the  Second  Annual  National  Engineer's  Week 
which  was  held  this  year  from  February  17-21. 
The  theme,  "Turning  Ideas  into  Reality,"  was 
incorporated  into  a variety  of  activities  which 
ranged  from  an  Egg  Drop  Contest  to  a Paper 
Tower  Contest.  All  events  were  designed  to 
promote  creativity  and  understanding  of  engi- 
neering fundamentals,  and  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  best  designers.  Lectures  and 
seminars  also  supplemented  the  week,  but 
the  Bridge  Building  Contest  held  on  Thurs- 
day, the  20th,  was  by  far  the  highlight.  Using 
a special  kit,  the  entrants  attempted  to  build 
a model  bridge  designed  to  withstand  great 
amounts  of  stress.  Models  were  tested  in 
Donnelly  Science  and  winners  announced.

During  1991-2,  the  Mathematical  Sciences  Depart- 
ment was  able  to  complete  its  purchases  of  a Math 
Lab.  The  lab  was  funded  by  a matching  National 
Science  Foundation  grant,  and  will  be  used  for  com- 
puter work  in  courses  at  the  sophomore  level  and 
above.  Dr.  Dipa  Choudhury  and  Dr.  Christopher 
Morrell  were  granted  tenure,  and  Dr.  Anne  Young 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  full  professor.  In  July, 
Dr.  Young  became  chair  of  the  department.  Prepara- 
tions for  introducing  computer  laboratory  work  into 
all  of  the  Calculus  I and  II  sections  was  also  com- 
pleted and  will  be  offered  beginning  in  the  Fall  of 
1992. 


Computer  Science 

The  Computer  Science  Department  had  a very 
successful  year  as  two  grants  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  Instrumentation  and  Laboratory 
Improvement  program  helped  furnish  state-of-the-art 
PC's  with  voice  input  and  touch-screens,  and  a lab 
featuring  a Silicon  Graphics  workstation-with  a flight- 
simulator  program.  Prof.  Keith  Gallagher  received  an 
NSF  award  to  continue  his  research  in  software 
maintence,  while  Prof.  Duane  Shelton  continued  his 
assessment  reports  of  Japan.  Dr.  Roger  Eastman 
continued  his  research  on  computer  analysis  of  retinal 
images,  and  Dr.  David  Binkley,  a specialist  in  pro- 
gramming languages,  joined  the  department. 


Computer  Science  students  will  soon  be  able  to  have 
access  to  a more  advanced  computer  lab. 
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arol  Frost  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department 
participated  in  a four  week  workshop,  teach- 
ing drawing  and  painting.  The  reason  this 
was  so  unique  was  because  her  students  were 
Native  American  students  on  the  Jemez 
Pueblo,  in  New  Mexico.  Stuart  Dawkins, 
Theatre  Manager,  designed  the  set  for  "Kiss 
Me  Kate,"  the  Winter  Musical  in  conjunction 
with  September  Song  Theatre  Company. 
Their  combined  efforts  helped  create  a rotat- 
ing set  with  two  large  side  pieces  to  enhance 
the  productions.

Biology 

Research  projects  preyed  to  be  an  important 
aspect  of  the  Biology  Department  this  year.  Dr. 
Henry  Butcher's  lab  has  been  studying  the  regula- 
tion of  gene  expression  during  the  development  of 
bean  plants.  Ultimately  he  hopes  to  identify  the 
genes  (DNA)  responsible  for  the  aging  process.  Dr. 
Charles  Graham  is  studying  Magnetic  Resonance 
Spectroscopy  (MRS)  -which  is  being  used  to 
monitor  the  metabolism  and  transfer  of  nutrients 
from  mother  to  developing  embryos  in  the  smooth 
dogfish  shark.  Dramatic  differences  have  already 
been  detected  in  his  research  results.

The  Basketball  team  completed  its  best  season  in  five  years, 
and  with  their  dramatic  defensive  improvement  they  went  on  to  defeat 
each  MAAC  team  at  least  once.  The  10-6  MAAC  record  and  fourth-place 
finish  in  the  nine-team  conference  were  significant  achievements  for  a team 
that  had  just  won  seven  league  games  in  its  first  two  seasons  as  a MAAC 
member.
